' The Duke of Argyle Satirical Medal. 


Obv. Duke of Argyle, standing facing, his right hand resting upon his 
hip. His left arm rests upon a column, which supports a ducal crown. The 
Duke wears the collar of the order ofthe Garter, from which hangs ‘‘A 
George,’’ behind and at his right, are trophies of warfare. Legend: THE 
GENEROUSE: DUKE: OF: ARGYLE: A quatrefoil followed by three dots. In 
exergue On a ribbon, ‘‘NO PENTIONER.”’ 

Rev. The devil with a four pronged fork in his right hand, and a rope 
in his left, with one end around the neck of Sir Robert Walpvule approaching 
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an open door of an ideograph of Hell i. e., the wide open jaws of a monster, 
Legend, *‘*MAKE ROOM FOR SIR ROBERT.’’ In exergue ‘‘NO EXCISE.”’ 
Brass, size, 25. 

John Campbell was born on the -0th of Oct. 1678. He was the Grand- 
son of Archibald, Marquess of Argyle, who was beheaded for aiding the Mon- 
mouth Rebellion. It is related that on the same day his grandfather was be- 
headed, young John fell out of a window that was three stories from the 
ground, without being hurt. 

At the age of fifteen, he was fairly well schooled in classical knowledge 
and philosophy, but as he evinced marked liking for military ‘ife, his father — 
obtained from him the command of a regiment of foot and he departed for the 
continent, where he rose rapidly and in 1705, was nominated Lord High Com- 
missioner, to the Scottish parliament. In 1708, he served at the seiges of Lille, 
Ghent, and Tournay. Atthe battle of Malplaquet, he performed feats of valor, 
and only sustained the loss of perriwig which was shot off. He voted against 
Sacheyerell, when this political divine was on trial. 

In 1710 made a Knight of the Garter. In 1711, went to the court of 
Charles of Spain. In 1712, ne violently opposed a billon malt taxation in 
Scotland, which arroused the ire of Sir Rob’t. Walpole. In 1724, he stren- 
ously worked against the bill fur ‘‘Disabling Pensioners’’ from being return- 
ed to Parliment. This is what is denoted, by the words ‘‘No Pentioner,’’ on 
this medal. 

From this time he acted with bitter and open hostelity against Walpole, 
but the Minister was too powerful, hence, the Duke was dismissed from all his 
places, and the Earlof Stair. succeeded him. The following lines headed: 
‘‘On The Johns,’’ appeared in a new paper of the time: 

“John, Duke of Argyle, 

We admired for awhile, 
Whose titles short of his merit. 

His loss, to repair. 

We took John, Earl of Stair: 
Who like him, had virtue and merit.” 

Upon the fall of Walpole: the Duke was recalled, but his health soon 
gave away, and paralysis terminated his existance onthe3rd of Sept. 1743. 
He was buried in the Abbey of Westminster. 

Pope has thus apostrophized him:— 

“Argyle, the state’s whole thunder, born to wield, 
And shake alike, the senate and the fieJd.”’ 

When that fierce warrior, Marlborough, was carring forward his high 
handed measures, Argyle said to Queen Anne: ‘‘You need not be alarmed 
for I will undertake to seize Marlborough and bring him to you either dead 
or alive, whenever you shall give the command.”’ 

Marlborough, seems to have considered Argyle seoanm of doing 
this, for there is a letter extant concluding with these words:—‘‘I cannot have 
a worse opinion of anybody than I have of the Duke of Argyle.’’ 
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The reverse of this medal has reference to a measure devised by Sir 
Robert Walpole to increase the revenues by subjecting the duties on wine and 
tobacco to the laws of excise. Dean Tucker has written of this plan as fol- 
lows:—‘‘The wisest proposal to relieve the nation was the excise scheme, by 
means Of which the whole island would have been one general free port, a 
magazine and a commom store-house for all nations.”’ 

Walpole’s idea was to convert the customs into duties of excise, and to 
ameliorate, the laws of the excise in such a manner as to obyiate, these abuses 
and oppressions. This measure excited great opposition. The enemies of 
Sir Robert Walpole published numerous pamphlets and ballads which were 
industriously distributed throughout the country, and as these pamphlets etc. 
were filled with mistatements, the common people were lead to believe all man- 
ner of evil would result. Sir Robert was caricaturized as:—‘‘The Monster 
Excise” or as one ballad had it. 


“See this dragon Excise, 
Has ten thousand eyes, 
And five thousand mouths to devour us: 
A sting and sharp claws, 
With wide-gaping jaws, 
And a belly as big asa store-house.’’ 


Other pamphlets told the people that Sir Robert would begin with wine 
and liquors, but would not end there for said the ballads:— 


“Grant these, and the glutton 

Will roar out for mutton, 

Your beef, bread and bacon to boot: 
Your goose, pig, a’ d pullet, 

He’ll thrust down his gullet, 

Whilst the labourer munches a root.”’ 


Bonfires were lighted and meetings held to call out the people to aid the 
opponents of the bill. So much animosity was excited that Walpole was com- 
pelled to give up his projects, which caused great rejoicings. Sir Robert was 
burnt in effegy and made the subject of innumerable satirical pamphlets, bal- 
lads and medals. In London transparencies were carried in processions in- 
scribed with satirical mottoes. One worthy of note was a paraphase of 
Butler’s Hudibras ii. 3. (1664) picturing Walpole as ‘‘Sir Sidrophel,’’ the 
Astrologer, 


Not far from hence doth dwell 

A cunning man, great Sidrophel, 
That deals in destiny’s dark counsels, 
And sage opinions of the moon Sells; 
To whom all people far and near 

On deep importances repair.”

Il. THOMAS CHURCH. 6 


Mr. Thomas Chureh was born in Ireland in 1844, and came to Canada 
in 1851, settling at Bytown, now Dttawa. He has been engaged in the various 
branches of saw milling all his life, and three years ago he lost his left hand. 
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He now resides at Hintonburg. which is a suburb of Ottawa on the west. Mr. 
Church was a collector of coins for about 20 years and made the Canadian 
series a specialty, but has now disposed of his coilection. About fifteen years 
ago he began to strike tokens for himself in lead anda kind of speiter re- 
sembling white metal, and as he improved in his workmanship on these pat- 
terns or trial pieces he tried harder metals, such as copper and brass. He 
made and tempered the letters for stamping the dies himself, but the way he 
used them was very severe on the dies, and they invariably broke before 
many specimens were struck. His earliest essays in the softer metals he after- 
wards melted and then converted them into bullets for his gun. All of the 
dies were destroyed in the great fire which occurred in Hull, a town opposite 
Ottawa, 2 few years ago. 

The following classification of these tokens is believed to be as nearly 
complete as can ever be compiled. It must be remembered that they are all} 
very scarce, and any Canadiancollectors donot even know of their existence. 
Mr. Church himself does not possess them all, and Mr. McColl catalogues 
fifteen varieties, but of these fully one-half represent pieces which Church 
struck for carnivals, festivals, etc., and which do not mention him as a col- 
lector or dealer. . 

The obverses and reverses are so variously combined that it has been 
deemed best to designate the illustrations by letters, and the combinations 
thus formed can be readily determined. Where theterm white metal is used, 
it must be understood that the same applies to the earlier tokens above men- 
tioned, which were struck in a variety of soft metal, resembling tarnished 
silver in appearance.

The Wellington Half=Pennies, 1814.

Few national heroes have had their name and fame handed doyn to 
posterity in a more lasting or eulogistic manner than Arthur Wellesley, Duke 
of Wellington. 

That the majority of the half-pennies and pennies bearing his bust and 
titles were intended for use in Ireland—his native land —there can be but little 
question, as the harp is found on the reverse of many, but like a large number 
of other coins struck at that period they were used extensively in Canada. 

That Wellington occupied a high position in reality and in the hearts 
of the people such titles as the following will prove: ‘‘The Illustrious Wel- 
lington,’’ ‘‘Field Marshal Wellington, the deliverer of Portugal and Spain,’’ 
ete. 

It is said that the birth-place and career of a boy are seldom particu- 
larly remarked until after life has stamped him as one beyond his fellows, 
and this is especially true in Wellington’s case. The best authorities state 
that he was born at Dangan Castle, in the County of Meath, in the year 1769 
—the year that gave birth to Napoleon and Marshal Soult—both of whom 
were to be his strongest opponents in the strife of after years. While the 
former was receiving his military education at Brienne, Wellington was 
serving under a French master at the military college of Angers. There he 
acquired that perfect knowledge of the French language which was so service- 
able to him later. Beyond a fair and creditable proficiency he exhibited no 
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marked superiority, and yet as is frequently the case the scholar who displays 
no extraordinary ability at school proves the most successful in after years. 


On the 7th of March, 1787, he obtained his first commission in the 73rd 
regiment. Several promotions followed in the next five years. In 1790 he 
was returned to the Irish parliament for Trim, a borough the’ patronage of 
which belonged to the house of Mornington. He sat for this borough till 
1793. At this time he was described as ‘‘ruddy-faced and juvenile in appear- 
ance,’’ and while he seldom made an address, when he did it was always to 
the point. 


In 1793 he was appointed major of the 33rd foot and in the following 
year joined the ill-fated expedition to Fianders, which was intended to check 
the spread of Republicanism and support the Bourbon party in France. This 
campaign afforded him the opportunity of making observations and estimating 
the comparative value of military systems. In 1795 he set sail for the West 
Indies. After six weeks of tempestuous weather the squadron returned and 
the following April his regiment embarked for India. He joined it in Septem- 
ber at the Cape of Good Hope, accompanied it to India, arriving there in 
Feb., 1797, holding the rank of colonel. After eight years of arduous service, 
during which time a large amount of territory was added to the British Em- 
pire, he returned to England and received the Order of the Bath. 


In 1806 he married the Honorable Catherine Pakenham. Two sons were 
the issue of this marriage, both of whom entered the army quite young. In 
1807 he accompanied the expedition under Lord Cathcart, which was destined 


to seize the Danish fleet at Copenhagen to prevent it from falling into the 


hands of Napoleon. This being successfully accomplished they returned to 
England and received the thanks of parliament. 


The perfidious and aggressive conduct of Napoleon at this juncture 
opened another field for the display of the valor and genius of Wellington. 
Deputies from the Peninsula visited England June, i808, and gave a very 
sanguine account of the national army of Spain, as being numerous and well 
disciplined and described the peasantry as animated to a man by the most 
fervent patriotism, requiring but arms, ammunition, and money to drive the 
treacherous invaders across the Pyrenees. Tothis appeal the British govern- 
ment at once responded. Wellington was appointed Lieutenant-General and 
sailed the following year for Spain where he found the navy annihilated, the 
army a mere rabble, the finances at the lowest ebb, the public credit gone, and 
the French troops in possession of nearly the whole country. Affairs in 
Portugal were a little better as the French found it difficult to hold Lisbon. 

His campaign opened with the battle of Rolica and was shortly followed 
by the more decisive victory of Vimiera, in which the French lost thirteen 
cannon. Shortly after this Wellington was superceded in command by Sir 
Harry Burrard. He returned home and resumed his situation of Irish secre- 
tary. 
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The reverses his marshals had experienced in the Peninsula caused 
Napoleon to pour across the Pyrenees all the forces he could spare. Sir 
John Moore was now placed in command of the British and while his army 
was not large he should have accomplished the operations intended. But un- 
happily he did nothing when promptitude of decision was most important and 
he was compelled to make the unfortunate retreat to Corunna. The British 
cabinet was not subdued by these disasters and finding the Portugese anxious 
to repel the invaders again chose Wellington, who was received at Lisbon 
with every demonstration of joy and was gratified to find the Portugese troops 
in a better state of discipline. At this juncture Marshal Soult with 24,000 
‘men occupied Oporto and Marshal Victor with 30,000 vas quartered at Merida, 
Space will not permit mention of all the minor movements and engagements 
of the Campaign. The passage of the Douro River was his first brilliant ex- 
ploit. So sudden was it carried out that the French were taken by surprise 
and it is said that Wellington that afternoon sat down to the dinner and 
table prepared for Marshal Soult. The battle of Talavera soon followed and 
while the allies held their position and took 17 guns, it weakened their num- 
bers so that Wellington deemed it wise to withdraw into Portugal until rein- 
forcements arrived. To make his position secure he fortified the lines of 
Torres Vedras. This magnificent conception has been regarded by military 
men as the grandest production of his genius. 


After the peace of Vienna Napoleon was free to send all his troops into 
the Peninsula and in the beginning of 1810 there were 365,000 French in Spain 
and Pi rtugal with Massena in command. The allies having beea consider- 
ably strengthened, became the aggressors and the battle of Busaco followed. 
For a short time they again retired behind the lines of Torres Vedras and the 
French, finding it impossible to force the position and being harassed by 
Portugese militia, began to withdraw from the country. The next year the 
allies left the lines of Torres Vedras and won in rapid succession the battles 
of Fuentes D’Onoro and Albuera. In 1812 Wellington continued his victori- 
ous career by capturing the two strong fortresses of Ciudad Rodrigo and 
Badajoz and by inflicting a ruinous defeat or Marshal Marmont at Salaman- 
ca. During the next two years Wellington utterly routed the French under 
King Joseph at Vittoria, fought the battles of the Pyrenees, captured San 
Sebastian after besieging it twice, and overthrew Soult and his forces at 
Toulouse. By these victories the Peninsula had been cleared and the allied 
army was on it’s way to Paris. Napoleon, finding all Europe in arms against 
him, was foreed to abdicate, and Louis XVIII was proclaimed King of 
France. 

The island of Elba was too near the scene of Napoleon’s former triumphs 
and associates not to suggest to his restless mind the idea of resuming his old 
position and March, 1815, found him again in France with thousands of his 
soldiers flocking to his standard.. All Europe made haste to crush him and 
the result at Waterloo is too well known to require repeating. 
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During. the years of tranquility that followed Wellington took an active 
part in politics and in 1828 became premier and, although a staunch conserva- 
tive, he favored the Catholic Emancipation Bill much to the surprise and 
chagrin of many of his followers. The Reform Bill did not receive his ap- 
proval and shortly after the accession of Wm. IV he was forced to withdraw 
from the government as the measure was very popular with the people. He 
retired from public life in 1846 and died six years later at Walmer Castle. 

Never was the influence of real greatness more completely asserted than 
on his decease. He was buried under the dome of St. Paul’s in a manner 
worthy both of the nation and of the man. 

His facial appearance in middle life is described thus—EHyes grey, sight 
very acute, face long, the nose aquiline, the brow open and developed, and 
the lower portion of the face contradicting in a singular maoner the stern and 
almost iron expression of all above the mouth. Clearness of discernment, 
correctness of judgment, and rectitude in action were without doubt the princi- 
pal elements of the Duke’s brilliant achievements in war and of his vast 
authority in the councils of his country as well as in the conferences of 
Europe. He was the recipient of over one hundred titles and honors. After 
Talavera he was elevated to the peerage with the titles of Baron Douro of 
Wellesley and Viscount Wellington of Talavera and of Wellington in the 
county of Somerset. He was appointed Marquis of Wellington January, 1813, 
and Field Marshal a few months later. 

The Wellington half-pennies and pennies described in Breton’s work 
pages 204 to 208 are of particular interest to a student of the life of the man 
‘‘that captured 3,000 cannon and never lost a gun.’’ 


The five die varieties of Breton 979 bear on the obverse a laureated 
military bust of Wellington, surrounded by the legend WELLINGTON HALF- 
PENNY TOKEN, and on the reverse Britannia almost surrounded by an oak 
wreath with the date 1814 in exergue. All have beaded borders and upset re- 
verses and the edges are milled in the centre. The principal points of differ- 
ence on the obverse is in the shape of the neck-tie, length of bust from collar 
downwards, and distance it is from the legend, also in the number of leaves 
in the laurel wreath and in the shape of the ends of the ribbon that tie it at 
the back of the head. Onthe reverse the olive branch held by Britannia 
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differs in shape on all five varieties; the trident prongs differ in shape and 
length and touch the wreath in different places; the number oi leaves and 
acorns in the wreaths also differ. 

Var. No. 1. Obv. 8 leaves in laurel wreath, top one points to second 
L in Wellington, point of bust very cluse to letter E in half-penny. This and 
the next two are the short bust varieties. 

Rev. 5 leaves in olive branch which is shorter and more compact than 
other four varieties, the upper leaf on left side touches a leaf in the oak 
wreath, prongs on trident are lonyest on this variety and the twu upper ones 
show for their entire length. 

No. 2. Obv. sust elosely resembles No. 1, but ends of ribbon are 
against collar at back of neck. ; 

Rev. Olive brauch touches wreath nearly same as No. 1, but there is 
no acorn opposite the lower leaf as in No. 1. Centre prong of trident passes 
between two leaves in wreath and the barbs show on the end. A fold of the 
drapery shows between lower end of trident and shield. 

No. 3. Obv. same as No. 2. 

Rey. Olive branch tuuches wreath nearly same as No. 2, but the open- 
ing between the twu leaves on the left side extends down to Britannia’s hand. 
Prongs touch wreath similar to No. 2, but barbs on centre one do not show. 
Prongs are a little wider apart than No. 2. 

No. 4. Obv. This variety, which also has & leaves in laure] wreath, 
has two at the tup; one points to the letter I and the other to the second L in 
Wellington aud are closer to his name than other varieties. End of ribbon 
bows out at the back of the collar. Neck-tie also differs from first three varie- 
ties and bust is ionger from collar downwards and more distant from letter E 
in HALF-PENNY. 

Kev. Top leaf of olive branch touches wreath, the openings between 
the two lower leaves on both sides extend down to Britannia’s hand, Prongs 
of trident touch a leaf full, causing centre one to show less. The section of 
the wreath behind Britannia is composed of 17 leaves and 9 acorns. 

No. 5. Obv. This variety has only 7 leaves in the laurel wreath and 
end of ribbon differs from the other four varieties, showing in two small 
parts. 

Rev. Top leaf of olive branch touches leaf similar to No. 4, as also do 
the prongs of the trident. The section of the wreath behind Britannia is com- 
posed of 18 leaves and 8 acorns.

LOUISIANA PURCHASE GOLD DOLLARS. ENLARGED ONE THIRD. 
F ARRAN ZERBE. 


The late coins issued from the United States mint at Philadelphia to 
commemorate the Louisiana Purchase Exposition and known as the 
Louisiana Purchase gold dollars have been pronounced by numismatists the 
finest examples of moiern coining art. This coinage which will live asa 
metalic memorial of the great worlds fair of 1904 was provided for by a speci- 
fic act of congress which also limits their issue to 250 000 pieces. The entire 
coinge will be delivered direct to the exposition company and will represent a 
part of the governments general appropriation of $5 00U.000 for the exposition. 

These especially designed coins are of two types, two obverses having 
the same reverse. 125.000 bear an excellent likeness of Thomas Jefferson the 
government father of the Louisiana Purchase, this portrait of Jefferson which 
is pronounced the best known was taken from one of the medals in the mint 
cabinet, the original of which was engraved by John Reich, who for some 
years during the Jefferson period was connected with the mint. The other 
125.000 present the profile portrait of William McKinley the government father 
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. The McKinley portrait was also taken 
from a mint cabinet medal for which the late president gave special sittings to 
mint engraver Charles E. Barber, and which is considered by the late presi- 


dents friends his best portrait. 
Surrounding th*se profile portraits is the inscription: UNITED STATES 


OF AMERICA. The reverse is inscribed: LOUISIANA PURCHASE EXPOSITION 
| St. Louis | which surrounds: ONE| DOLLAR | 1803 | 1903 | and a smail 
Olive branch, emblemic of peace. 

Gold dollars were first issued in 1849 and coined every year until 1889. 
During these forty years over nineteen million pieces passed to circulation. 
and though it is less than fifteen years since they ceased to be coined, all have™ 
disappeared from circulation, in fact this type of coiu is a curiosity to many 
and the most common dates command about $2 each from coin dealers; the 
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rarest date 1875 of which but 420 werecoined are in demand at prices ap- 
proaching $60. . 


_ The general interest that is to oe found for the regular issue prompted 
the exposition company to adopt the gold dollar for its commemorative coin- 
age and the prices the reyular issue commands, considering the large number 
that were coined, led to placing the price of $3 on the Louisiana Purchase 
gold dollar. In an official circular it is‘stated: ‘‘Nocoins of this issue will 
be placed upon sale at a lower figure.’’ Most all who will find an interest in 
preserving this coin, which may be called a gem, will want both types and in 
this respect only 125.000 purchasers can be accommodated. 


The Louisiana Purchase goijd dollar is the fourth child in the numisma- 
tic family of United States commemorative issues; it is the diminutive member 
of that family but the nost artistic and powerful, as it is the finest example of 
designing, engraving and stamping and is of gold. The oldest member of the 
family are less fine and all in tho baser metal, silver. The first commemora- 
tive coins to be issued by the United States were in connection with the Colum- 
bian exposition and included the Columbian half dollar and the Isabel quarter 
5.000.000 of the former and 40.000 of the later were coined. The third coin in 
this class which is officially termed ‘‘souvenir’’ is the Lafayette silver dollar, 
50.000 were issued. 


It is anticipated that the approaching holidays will produce a large de- 
mand for these commemorative gold dollars for gift purposes, with this de- 
mand in view a large order was recently filled for a distant point. 


This coin is here illustrated for the first time, justice to its artistic merit 
cannot be given in an illustration. The excellent portraiture chat has been 
reproduced with in the diameter of half an inch, is indicative of our country’s 


progress and leadership in the art of engraving and metal stamping.

ARTICLE SEVENTH. 


CRETE. 


This is the most important island of the Turkish Empire and is situated 
just south of the Grecian Archaepelago. Its early historv is lost in the fables 
and myths of Grecian mythology, and Saturn, Zeus and Minos are reckoned as. 
among itsearly kings. The island is 160 miles long by from 6 to 35 miles. 
in width. It is very mountainous but possesses fertile and fruitful valleys. 
In ancient times it contained a population of about 1,200,000 people, under 
Venice, 900,000, and at present about 275,000. The great bulk of the peo- 
ple are Christians of Greek descent. Under the name of Cherith it is mention- 
ed in the bible. (1 Samuel: XXX, 14; 2 Samuel; VIII, 18;, Ezekiei; XXV. 16; 
Zephaniah; U1, 5.) The island was visited by Paul as told in The Acts, 27th 
chapter, and Titus, to whom one of his Epistles was addressed, was bishop of 
Crete. 

Crete was early a republic and the seat of the Cilician pirates. It was. 
taken by the Romans under Mete llus after a vigorous resistance of two years, 
In 823 it was captured by the Saracens, passing again to the Greeks in 962. 
In 1204 it came under the sovereignty of Venice where it remained until taken 
by the Turks in the latter half of the seventeenth century after a siege lasting 
twenty-four years, ‘1648-1670. ) 


COIN AGE. 


The earliest coinage of Crete begins with about B. C. 480 and for three 
hundred years we have presented us an extensive, varied and suggestive coin-- 
age. Todo full justice to the subject a volume would be required. As Paul 
simply skirted the island in his voyage, so must we content ourselves in this 
article with briefly skirting the subject. Homer saysthat Crete had a hun- 
dred cities, and we have to day the numismatic remains of at least thirty-five. 
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ofthem, the more important being~ Cnossus, Cydonia, Cortyna, Itanus, 
Phaestus and Polyrhenium. 


Obv. The Minotaur running, 
in the right hand. 

Rev. A labarynth in the swastica form. Four depressions at the 
corners. 

Cnossus at the time this stater was struck (480-400 B. C.). was the most 
powerful city of Crete. It was the royal seat of Minos, the king. The Mino- 
taur was a monster of human form with the head of a bull which was said to 
be confined within the labarynth shown on the reverse. The monster was 
fed on young men and maids supplied from Athens. It was killed by Theseus, 
the King of Athens, assisted by Ariadne, a daughter of Minos the King of 
Crete. The labarynth was Suilt by Daodalos, and was so intricate in its 
windings that a person once entering it found it impossible to get out without 

the aid of a clue of thread or cord. 


or kneeling on left knee, to left. A globe 


Obv. The head Hera adorned with a stephanos and flowers. 

Rev. A square labarynth. On each side the letters A—P spear head 
and fulmen. This pattern was used for staters and drachms of Cnossus in the 
period B. C. 350-300. 

Under Rome coins were issued under the *mperors from Augustus to 
Trajan. 


CYPRUS. 


This important island off the Phoenician coast is about 145 miles long 
by from 40 to 60 in breadth. The island is supposed to have been first set- 
tled by colonists of Chittim, others, however, claim that the first colonists 
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were from Phoenicia. The name was given by the Greeks on account of the 
cypress tree being found here so abundantly. Two mountain ranges traverse 
the island from east to west between which is a dry and arid plain called 
Messaria. Otherwise the soil is very fertile and the mountains are covered by 
fine forests protected by the government. The climate is healthy. The island 
has successfully belonged to the Phoenicians, Greeks, Persians, Egyptians, 
and in B. C. 57 came under the dominion of Rome. Alexander got 120 of his 
ships here for the siege of Tyre. It was conquered by Richard of England in 
the Third Crusade and by him bestowed on Guy de Lusignan. The Venetians 
took possession in 1489, and in 1571 it was conquered by the Turks. In 1878 
it was ceded to England. 


In Assyrian history mention is made of ten small states whose rvlers 
are noted. Three centuries later Diodorus notes nine kingdoms on the island 
whose cities: were Salamis, Citium, Paphos, Soli, Marium, Amathus, Curium, 
Lapethus, and Ceryneia. The island at this time supported a large popula- 
tion, and even at the time it was conquered by the Turks it contained a mil- 
lion people. Years of misrule brought this down to 40,000, but under 25 years 
of English rule it has flourished and now has a population of 186,000 souls,, 
three-fourths being of the Greek faith. 


Paul and Barnabas preached both at Salamis and Paphos, (Acts XIII,. 
4, 5, 6), introducing Christianity instead of the heathen worship of Venus, and. 
in Acts LV, 36; we note that Barnabas was a native of this island. 


The coinage of the island begins with the latter part of the sixth. century 
B. C., from which time down to the subjection of the island by Ptolemy Soter: 
B. C. 312, it possessed an autonomous coinage. Its early inscriptions were: 
in the Phoenician, Cypriote, and Greek languages. The Aeginetic standard 
predominat?d during this period. Alexander struck tetradrachms attributed 
to Paphos during his reign, and Ptolemy Soter and his successors had a 
mint in the island, at least coins were struck by them for Cyprus. 


The above coin of Paphos was struck during the reign of Tiberius Claud- 
ius, A. D. 41-54, under the proconsul Cominus Proclus. 
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Obv. The temple of Venus with two lofty towers, one on each side, as 
in the colums of Jachin anc Boaz in the temple at Jerusalem. Within the 
temple is a conical stone representing Venus. Tacitus says that the image of 
the goddess was not of human form but a smooth stone, and Maximus Tyrius 
says the image of the goddess was a pyramid of white stone. Doves are seen 
on the porticos and within the enclosure or basin is a dove and a fish. A 
crescent surmounts the temple. Legend: KOINON KYIIPIQN. 


Obv. Similar to last. 

Rev. Jupiter Agreus leaning on a pillar holding a flower in right 
hand. 

Zenon was a name common to sume of the Roman emperors on the 
eastern throne in the fifth and sixth centuries. 


Obv. The head of Venus to right. 
Rev. Cupid with bow toright. Legend: MAMAIQN. 
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Cupid received equal honors with Venus in Paphos. According to 
Pausauius the Paphian Venice was first worshiped in Assyria and from there 
transferred to Cyprus and Ascalon by the Phoenicians.

Copper Coins of Indian States. 


‘Mr. Howland Woolhas dravi atieation ia the NUMISMATIST, p. 250 
‘etc., to the issues for Zanzibar, (East Africa), Baroda, Rutlam and Indore. 
‘Whe following remarks may be useful. 

The pesa of Zanzibar 1s the East Indian paissa or pice. In this Sulti- 
wate the rupee currency obtains, as it does also in British and Ger 1 t 
Africa. This is due to the fact that trading on this coast was long in the 
hands of East Indian merchants, chiefly parsees of Bombay. 

The curved inscription above the hoof on the Baroda coins is found on 
the issues of 1940 and 1941 of the Samvat era—that is. A. D. 1883 and 1884. I 
nave seen only two sizes of these dates, the + Anna aud 4+ Anna. In 1941 the 
straight inscription commenced, and the coins are found of each year to 1950 
(or A. D. 1893) inclusive The smallest size, + pice, occurs in 1944, 1945, 1948. 
1949 and 1950; if of any other years wiil our readers report? The inscriptions 
as kindly read at the British Museum, are (on the + Anna). . 

Obv. Cri Syaji Ravam Gayakwad sena Khas Khela Camsor Bahadur, 
(and over the hoof) Sarkar. 

Rev, Eka paisa (and the date in the Samvat era). 

The coins of Indore, as illustrated on page 251, are of two sizes only; 
varieties are found in almostevery year. They occur of the years 1943, 1944, 
and 1945(A D. 1886 to 1888). Theinscript'ons on the + Anna are: 

Obv. Cri Mat Maharaja Holkar Sarkar Indore. 

Rev. Pao Anna (and the date in the Samvat era). 

The ‘‘monkey coiv’’ is a+ Anna of Rutlam of the year 1947 (A. D. 1890). 

The subject of East Indian modern native coins awaits the study of ex- 
perts on the spot. The coins of Cutch, with Katiawar, Navanagar, etec., h 
been thoroughly dealt with in a paper prepared by Dr. Codrington and read 
before the London Numismatic Society in 1895. The currerccies of Rajputana 
are described and illustrated in a work by Dr. W. W. Webb, published in 
1893; and the journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, 1897, contains a paper 
by Dr. Hoervle entitled ‘‘Notes on Coins of Native States.’’ Valuable as 
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these works are they do but touch the fringe of a great section of numismatic 
study. H

In re New Varieties of the 1796 LIHERTY Cent. 


THE NUMISMATIST, MONROE, MICH., ~ 

GENTLEMEN :—I take pleasure in calling the attention through your in 
valuable journal of collectors of U. S. cents to what seems to bea new variety 
of the 1796 draped bust cent. It is the variety whereupon the ‘‘B’’ in liberty 
has been engraved over an unfinished ‘‘E,’’ which blunder has made the letter 
look somewhat like an ‘‘H,’’ although the right hand upright of an H is en- 
tirely lacking. Tne so-called LIHERTY variety is recorded (see Doughty, 
page 43) as having on the reverse (D’s ‘‘K’’) nineteen leaves and five berries 
on the right hand branch and sixteen leaves and six berries upon the left 
hand branch. My new variety has seventeen leaves and seven berries on the 
right hand branch and fourteen leavesand six berries upon the left hand branch. 
It has the ONE CENT high in the wreath. The 1 joins line in fraction. Bot- 
tom inside leaf on left misses C. There is aslight break in die of reyerse 
through top of MER to [ in ‘‘America.”’ 


The right stem of wreath is nearly on same angle and direction of last 
line of A in ‘‘America.’’ Left stem points to middle of U. The center dot is 
in front of the middle of N in cent. 


This reverse is not noted by Doughty in the entire list of 1795, 1796 nd 
1797 cents. 

My specimen came from ‘‘Great’’ Scott (J. W.) only lately, and is a 
fine one (see rubbing). 

I trust that collectors will take note of this new variety and look out for 
it, and acquaint ‘‘THE NUMISMATIST’’ with discoveries of other examples. 
The break in the die would almost prove that there were others and encour- 
age us to look out for them.

DEAR SIR:—About six months ago. there came to my hands as bene- 
ficiar) under the will of a iate testator, what seems to be a very unique curio 
in the shape of a debenture issued by the government of Fiji under the author- 
ity of the Public Loans Act 1871, on the 15th of December in the same year. 

Attached to the debenture are several sheets of paper writing giving 
particulars of the number of debentures and notes issued by the government 
prior to annexation by Great Britain during the reign of Cakoban Rex. From 
this information it appears that there were but five debentures issued—one on 
the lst of January 1872 for five dollars, numbered 43, and fuur others on the 
15th of December 1871 for ten dollars each; numbered respectively 2, 3, 34 and 
35. The debenture which I hold is numbered 34. 

I am sending you a tracing of same which will give you a better idea of 
what it really is. The words on the Crest, ‘‘Rerevaka na Kalon Ka Doka na 
Tui’’ interpreted read: ‘‘Fear God and Honor the King.”’ 
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It seems to me that this debenture would form not only an interesting 


but valuable addition to collectors of this nature.
